The farmer

F arm er C hautauqua B ackbone 
The farmer, thirsty for know!

Petroleum still recoverable in known fields by 
present methods amounts to more than 5,000.000,000 
barrels of crude oil, with an additional 26 billions ob­ 
tainable by processes now known but not to be used 
until prices justify. 
According to the report, the limit of deep drilling 
Ka: not yet been reached. 
Improved methods are ex­ 
pected to reveal deposits at greater depth which will 
-e rquiva’ent to the discovery of new fields. 
Oil 
shale represents another vast resource which has not 
been tapped as yet, and further liquid fuel and lubri­ 
cant rr.av soon be extracted from coal and lignite?. 
Greater econom y and efficiency in the use of gaso­ 
line would amount to considerable conservation, but 
economy is something hard to teach the American 
public as ong as tb«r^ is plenty of any desued com­ 
modity in sight.
